Chick peas are as nutritious as beans 


and when served In a broth are just as 
tasty. They also CHP. be made into a 
puree. 


Kadlsb. tops and mustard leaves make 


a cheap and appetizing salad. 


Professor Mary F. Ransch in a lec- 


ture at the University of Washington 
gave some hints about home economies, 
one of which was that foods In shallow 
pans cook more rapidly than in deep 
pans, thus saving gas. Another was 
that not a scrap of fat of any sort need 
be thrown away, but all should go into 
a double boiler and be tried out for use 
in frying or as shortening for pastry.—

PEACE WITHOCT INDEMNITIES. 


that both the external and in- 


ternal conditions in Germany appear 
to have become serious, the German 
»»ind, which never has entirely lost 
It* thrifty commercial view of the sit- 
uation, is saying much about peace 
without annexations and peace without 
indemnities. 
The Junkers and war- 


mad leaders of course are still talking 
of German victory and of the days 
wh«n vast indemnities will make good 
the loss which the Fatherland ha* 
sustained; but mostly that is a whis- 
tling to keep up the spirits at home, 
»nd also to an extent for foreign con- 
sumption. If there could be peace 
with the recession 
of 
the Central 


Powers and the Allies alike from con- 
tuered territory, with no annexations, 
BO indemnities, no reprisals and no 
payment for the billions of dollars' 
worth 
of property destroyed, it is 


probable that the majority of the 
Germanic people would force peace 
upon the kaiser. 


Looked at from the standpoint of 


the present, continuing slaughter and 
keeping in mind our o\vn volunteers 
and regulars who shortly are to bear 
their share in the, fighting, there Is 
reason, perhaps to wish for such an 
outcome of conflict. War ia such a 
terrible thing, it means 50 much of 
loss of life, so much of wounding and 
Claiming, so much of loss of property 
i,Bd of the diversion of the labor of 
mankind from the peaceful arts to 
the terrible ones which now we hear 
moat about, that 
ono^ need not be 


b'.amed who in his heart would be 
willing to see the old order come 
train, and each nation back to the 
Status quo of the days before August, 
1914. 


He need not be blamed; and yet 


the nations of the world, meaning 
thereby all the allies and all the 
neutrals, could hardly be blamed If 
they did not consent 
to 
any such 


agreement. For at the best tho re- 
storation of the status quo would be 
nothing; but a prolonged armistice. 
All the nations of the earth would 
rest upon their arms, but would not 
cast them away, and all would pro- 
ceed with such speed as was possible 
to get themselves in shape again for 
lighting. And if the Central Powers at 
fcny time thought themselves ready— 
and 
their 
readiness 
would 
come 


Oulcker than that of France or Russia, 
or possibly 
of Oreat Britain, since 


there has been no considerable de- 
vastation of German territory,—the 
war would begin again, and all the 
horrors of the conflict would be re- 
vived. 


Clearly there 
IB 
something more 


which ia needed than what Germany 
flow tentatively 
proposes. There Is 


need of disarmament save in so far 
is is necessary to preserve order at 
home. There Is need of the abolition 
Of greal fleets, of war planes, of the 
•ubmarlne terrors of the deep, and 
most of all ot the djnastic forms of 
tovernment which have mado such 
wars possible. When the people come 
In all nations to rule for themselves, 
either as lepubllcs like the United 
States and tho other American repub- 
lics, and France, or as limited mon- 
archies, which are after all stepping 
Itonea toward absolute Independence, 
Ihere will come an end to nny such 
lighting as for three yeais the world 
has known. 


Peace without indemnities is \\lth- 


ji tho the possibility of acceptance, 
ind this tho more because nil the par- 
ticipating nations 
sa^e 
tho United 


States are so near ruin ns to be beyond 
the •''".ance 
of payment. But peace 


without some such readjustment of In- 
ternal conditions of the nations anJ 
of agreements between nations ns will 
make war hereafter Impossible is per- 
haps not tn be desired.

VOLCANOES WON 


FOR THE BRITISH 


Million Pounds of Exploslvts 
Routed Germans In 


FILLED AIR WITH FLAMES 


British Had Prepared For the Offenaiv* 


For Two Y«ar»—-Impossible For Ene- 
my to Exiat on the Front, and aa a 
Result the Map Waa Changed Over 
Nine Mile Front. 


TVbut was possibly the greatest of- 


fensive since the war in Europ* start- 
ed began the other morning at 3 o'clock 
when orders bv Field MarshaJ Sir 
Douglas Haig, commander of the Brit- 
ish force*, gave the signal for the de- 
tonation of 1,000,000 pounds of explo- 
sives underneath the German positions 
on a nine mile front between 1'pres 
and Armentieres, Belgium. 


A correspondent of the London Daily 


News said that the British rehearsed 
the artillery preparation for the battle. 


"For seven days we had been shell- 


ing the enemy's position pitilessly," Be 
wrote, "never letting them rest and 
occasionally subjecting one portion of 
the line or another to a hurricane bom- 
bardment. Twice, indeed, we poured 
our Ore on the whole front to be at- 
tacked by way of rehearsal on the 
same scale. 


"Under this treatment the whole 


topography of the front has been 
changed. 
Woods have been swept 


out of existence, hill slopes have been 
stripped and laid bare, and villages 
ilke Wytsohaete and Messines have 
disappeared." 


the correspondent tells the story of 


the desultory firing in the early morn- 
Ing hours; then "that began which blot- 
ted out all sound and knowledge of 
everything else. 
How many mines 


went up at once I do not know exact- 
ly, but it was nearly a score. 
Many 


of these mines were made more than 
a year ago and since then have lain 
under the Germans' feet undiscovered. 
In all I believe 600 tons of high eiplo- 
aires were fired simultaneously. 


Nine Stream* of Fire. 


"I can only vouch for having seen 


nine of the great leaping streams of 
orange flame which shot upward from 
that part of the front immediately be- 
fore me, each one of the nine a huge 
volcano in itself, with as many more 
volcanoes going off at the same mo- 
ment beyond them, hidden by their 
flames and out of sight, and each vast 
sheet of flame as it leaped roaring up- 
ward throwing up dense masses of dust 
and smoke, which stood like great pil- 
lars towering into the sky, all illumi- 
nated by the fires below. 


"It waa terrifying as a spectacle, 


and what was more terrifying was 
that the earth shook like a house of 
cards. I stood on a solid hill and it 
quaked like jelly or like some small 
bouse on the edge of a railway line 
when a heavy train thunders by. 
Then, even before the echoes of that 
awful explosion died and while the 
pillars of smoke still towered and 
grew, all our batteries awoke at once. 


"Imagine the whole sky ringed with 


lightning which flickers white and yel- 
low, orange, red and green. Imagine a 
thousand great fireflies all the colors 
of the rainbc-w. Imagine the sky one 
diamond with a million facets being 
Shaken in a giant band. Imagine what 
you will and still yon will get no pic- 
ture of it." 


Britiah Artillery Triumph*. 


Thia fire reached its climax just as 


dawn was graying the eastern skies 
and while the full moon was still sus- 
pended high in the heavens. The suc- 
cesses, WOH along about a ten mile 
front from Observatory ridge, south- 
east of Ypres, to Plocgstcert wood, just 
north of Armenticres, proved another 
triumph for British artillery suprem- 
acy. 


As the fighting was wholly on Bel- 


gian soil, however, the Belgian artil- 
lery, stationed some distance north, of 
the actual line of attack, lent aid with 
a violent bombardment of the German 
positions within range of its varied 
calibered weapons. 


Messines ridge is a low lying pro- 


montory extending along the greater 
part of the fighting front. It is an in- 
significant bit of ground t,o look at 
from below. At its greatest height it 
rises barely seventy meters above sea 
level. The surrounding country is so 
low and flat, however, that Messines 
had an observation value practically 
incalculable. 


It was a position which dominated 


the northern half of the British line 
In the west, and no operations of a 
large character could be planned with- 
out its possession. 


•hell* Spurted Molten Metal. 


Sheila that spurted molten metal in 


surging streams of golden rain crashed 
in appalling numbers about the heads 
of the defending soldiers. High explo- 
sive and »hrapnel fire was carried out 
with scch rapidity that the very earth 
writhed under the force of the attack. 


Mines that had taken two years to 


dig and fill with aa overwhelming ex. 
plosive broke into an avalanche of 
flaming destruction in the half light of 
dawn. This waa indeed a Ypres day 
of retaliation and victory for the 
vicious sufferings of two years urn) 
eight month*. 


Both strategically and geographical- 


ly all of the assaults were victori- 
ous, and all the corps and divisions 
employed reported that their objec- 
tires had be«n reached and maintained

Following a conference In "Washing- 


ton Tvith Secretary of the Treasury 
McAdoo, a committee of prominent In- 
surance men hare drawn up a plan for 
pensions or compensation for casual 
ties in the war, which will be submit- 
ted to congress. 


The details are to be worked out in 


co-operation with the secretary of the 
treasury and officials of the war, nary 
and commerce departments, as well as 
the Council of National Defense. 
It 


was said they will conform as- closely 
as possible to the principle of the work- 
men's compensation law. 


To glre some idea to soldiers, their 


families and the public of what the 
government, aided by the insurance 
men, was trying to work out, the head 
of one of the large companies, who 
deprecated any idea of self advertise 
ment and therefore did not wish to be 
quoted by name, outlined the basis ou 
which the experts are working. 


"The government," he said. "Is Inter- 


ested in putting something through in 
this matter that will be a happy solu- 
tion of a difficult problem. It decided 
to apnoint a committee of actuaries, 
with tne agreement that the insurance 
companies would he1? the government. 
It is not life insurance that is sought. 
It is casualty insurance or, better still, 
it is compensatory insurance. 


"That Uncle Sam is a great big em- 


ployer was the idea finally agreed on by 
the insurance and casualty 'chemists' 
down in Washington, and the proposed 
Insurance will in effect be a death ben- 
efit for the dependents of those who 
succumb in action. 


To Avoid Evils of Old Syttem. 


"The government, you see, is very 


eager to do something to avoid pen- 
sioning as it has formerly existed, to 
avoid the evils ot the old pension sys- 
tem. 
TVbat it wants to work out is 


compensatory insurance. Age has noth- 
ing to do with it. It isn't life Insur- 
ance. 


"Of course the companies might have 


gone into a pool or a bureau, and*the 
government would be sending out 
checks after proof, but the great desire 
now is to simplify the whole matter. 


"In short, it is proposed to put the 


pension plan on a workman's compen- 
sation basis. Of course it is up 
t< 


congress, but I think it will go right 
through without a hitch. Mi'. McAdoo 
stated what was wanted on behalf o" 
the president, and the companies arc 
willing to lend to the government their 
expert service, their statistics, etc 
They have very recent statistics from 
Canada, where a great deal of Insur- 
ance is carried. 


"The government and the representn 


tives are in co-operation to develop the 
simplest possible plan, such a one as 
is being carried out by big business 
through the workmen's compensation. 


"The workmen's compensation Invi 


Interposes between the workmen antl 
the hazards of labor. By this plan 
it is desired to interpose between thr 
soldier and the hazards of war. The 
plan when finally worked out may be 
varied, according to the condition of 
the family of a soldier. It might lir 
a matter of compensation by Install 
ments. 


Will Be c Tax on Wholo People. 
"The principle of the workmen's com- 


pensation is being recognized by the 
1 


United States in this war. The gov 
ernment says: 'We'll meet the neces 
sary tax to compensate, and it will br 
a tax on the whole people. It will br 
just the samp as if the problem arose 
in a bridge factory, a shoe factory or 
on a railroad. 
We'll tax ourselves 


Here's n whole army going up agnins' 
these hazards, and some must meet 
them.' 


Such acceptance of this principle 


amounts to H social evolution. 
It 


would be a victory to have it accept 
ed without debate, and with this com 
pensctlon principle granted nnd accept 
ed the ground is covered for this war 
It will heil> volunteering, for the vul 
unteers nearly nil hnve dependents ami 
the drafted have not. It simply show-; 
what a great democracy does for it 
self in this emergency. 


"Sui'h a system would supplement 


a soldier's per diem. His dependentr 
would get his compensatory damages 
That is why the government wanu 
the plan crystallized in advance. Tin 
plau vtill probably be uniform, witli 
out regard to previous occupation."

TO DRAFT TRAFFIC ORDINANCE | 


COMMON COCNCIL, REACH AGREE- 


MENT UPON PROPOSED 


MEASURE. 


Will Prohibit teat Lug Cars Without 


Driver Within 40 Feet of Street 
Comer or 20 Feet of Hydrmu—-IJ- 
cense Granted for Moose Oarniial. 
At the meetins of the 
common 


council, held last evening. Mayor Cep- 
erley and Alderman Edmunds, Bolton, 
Coy, I^auren and Webb talked over in- 
formally the proposed traffic ordinance 
relative to the parking of automobiles 
on the business streets and u was ten- 
tatively agreed that it would bo un- 
wise at this time to prohibit leaving 
cars unattended in the busjiieis sec- 
tion, the aim being to relieve the con- 
gestion upon Main street, which is 
very narrow, and make it safe and 
usable for both residents and visitors 
without creating any wrong impres- 
sion and with the minimum of an- 


nre to any class. 
The suggestion 


which met with favor was that an or- 
dinance be drafted that will prevent 
the leaving of cars without a. driver 
within 40 feet of a street corner with 
the prohibition relatr. 
to hydrants in 


force. 
It is believed by a majority 


of the aldermen that when drive 9 of 
all vehicles learn of the convenience 
of the parking place on Dietz street 
with the p:o\Ision niade th^rf1 f t . car- 
ing for cars that many will come to 
use it and that the question will solve 
itself. 
The need of greater protec- 


tion at the street intprsections, chiefly 
to afford^those approaching the corner 
an i'n " t f s i u j j t . u Me ' 01 the • iffic 
from all directions is appreciated by

It is expected that the committee 


upon the subject will confer with the 
city attorney and that an ordinance 


be drafted ready for submission at 


the next meeting of the council. The 
proposition is one that should appeal 
to all citizens as well calculated to re- 
ieve the trouble to a considerable ex- 
tent.

ordinance when enacted, but to insist 
that the police do so with uniform 
courte-'X and in the case of strangers 
nforrn thp.n of the provision in pleas- 
ant terms and request cheerful com- 
pliance as a safety step.
